The salary 
range for the 
position is $28,000 to $42,000, 
based on qualifications. 

Wood appointed Grant 
County residents Clay Parks and 
Greg Middleton and magistrate 
Shawna Coldiron to an ad-hoc 
committee to go through the 
resumes in order to select three 
finalists. 

The final applicants consist of 
two men and one woman, all 
who are not Grant County resi¬ 
dents, said Wood. 

“I told the committee to get 
the most qualified people,” 
Wood said. “One or two live 
close by, one county over. 
Another person is from out of 
state and saw the ad in the paper. 
I want the best person.”

GCHS, WHS 
grad rates 
above state 
average

Kentucky’s graduation rate is 
rising in the rankings nationally 
with Grant County and 
Williamstown’s numbers signifi¬ 
cantly above the state average. 

According to the National 
Center for Education Statistics, 
for the 2012-13 school year, 
Kentucky had the fourth highest 
graduation rate in the country at 
86 percent, placing Kentucky as 
tied for ninth-highest among all 
states. 

This is the first time in the 
past few years that Kentucky has 
been included in the national 
graduation rate data release after 
the state adopted a new, more 
accurate four-year cohort gradu¬ 
ation rate calculation - the same 
as what most other states use.

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BLACK HISTORY MONTH 


Two well-respected 
Black citizens of Dry 
Ridge were Percy and 
Maude Porterfield Rice. 
Percy was born on Feb. 1, 
1882 in Utal, Alabama. 
When Percy was asked 
how he happened to come 
to Grant County, he said 
he started traveling from 
Alabama to St. Louis, 
then to Denver, Colorado, 
back to Cincinnati and 
finally ended in Grant 
County in 1914. 

He made his home in 
Dry Ridge. For a number 
of years he was janitor at 
many of the different 
businesses in the county, 
i.e. Citizens Bank, Dry 
Ridge Baptist Church and 
the Primitive Baptist 
Church. He also raised a 
tobacco crop. He could 
often be found sitting on a 
bench outside Rash’s 
Grocery. 

On Dec. 23, 1918 

Percy and Maude were 
married in the 
Williamstown Baptist 
Church. Maude was born 
on April 10, 1889 in Dry 
Ridge to John and Queen 
Thompson Porterfield 
who lived on Knoxville 
Road. 

Maude was the sixth 
child of eight. Queen and 
Maude both worked as 
domestics for Sam and 
Flora Browning in Dry 
Ridge. The Browning’s 
were Caroline Vice 
Ransdell’s grandparents. 
Ransdell remembers the 
good food Queen made 
and also how she took 
care of Mrs. Ransdell and 
her brother. 

Percy and Maude 
attended the Colored 
Baptist Church in Dry 
Ridge where Percy was a 
deacon since the church’s 
organization on Nov. 15, 
1915 and a trustee. The 
Zion Baptist Church, on 
U.S. 25, is presently locat¬ 
ed in the former Colored 
Baptist Church in Dry 
Ridge. 

On Feb. 19,1960 Percy 
was hit by a train opposite 
the old depot and his car 
was drug over 40 feet. 
Percy was admitted to the 
hospital for observation. 
His strong faith must have 
kept him safe since he 
escaped with only minor 
injuries 

Percy and his wife, 
Maude, lived in Dry 
Ridge on Knoxville Road. 
They had a daughter 
Corine Jones of Cincinnati 
and a son, Robert Wesley 
Rice who worked at the 
B&O Freight House in 
Cincinnati. They raised 
one of their grandsons, 
Robert L. Dance, son of 
Corine, for most of his 
childhood.

In a conversation with 
Robert Dance, a few years 
ago, he acknowledged 
that Percy was well 
respected in the Dry Ridge 
area. He remembers a 
time when Percy, Maude 
and he went to the circus. 
When they entered the 
tent, the “colored section” 
was already full and they 
looked around not sure of 
where to sit. 

Someone in the crowd 
yelled out “Percy just sit 
anywhere”. And they did. 

Dance attended the 
Colored Consolidated 
School in Dry Ridge. 

He lived in an “isolat¬ 
ed world” since his grand¬ 
parents were protective of 
him. Most of his child¬ 
hood, they were the only 
black family in Dry Ridge. 
Zadah Thompson was his 
teacher and school bus 
driver, picking up all the 
children from Dry Ridge 
to Crittenden in her 
Chevrolet car. 

There was no bus ser¬ 
vice for the colored chil¬ 
dren at the time. Dance 
would be the first one to 
get in the car in the morn¬ 
ing and the last one to get 
home at night. 

On Aug. 8, 1955, when 
Dance was in the seventh 
grade, a terrible incident 
occurred in Mississippi 
that would greatly affect 
the way black males in 
Grant County related to 
white females. Emmett 
Till, a 14-year-old boy 
from Chicago was visiting

relatives in Money, 
Leflore County, 

Mississippi. Not used to 
the Jim Crow restriction 
of the south, he whistled 
at a white woman. For 
this whistle, he was taken 
out of his uncle’s house at 
2 a.m. and hung, shot, 
mutilated and thrown in 
the Tallahatchie River. 

Several weeks later, his 
body was recovered and 
eventually sent back to 
Chicago for funeral and 
burial. Despite the fact 
that his face was hideous¬ 
ly disfigured, his mother 
insisted that the body lie 
in state for three days “so 
all the world can see what 
they did to my boy.” 

The picture of Emmett 
was carried by newspa¬ 
pers and black magazines. 
Although this happened in 
Mississippi, mothers in 


Kentucky warned their 
sons not to even look at a 
white woman. Black chil¬ 
dren quickly learned that 
white people were to be 
feared; they could hurt 
you and your parents, 
without cause or cost. 

Upon Dance’s gradua¬ 
tion in 1956 from the Dry 
Ridge Consolidated 
School, the plan was that 
he would be the first black 
student to attend Grant 
County High School. 
However his grandmoth¬ 
er, Maude Porterfield Rice 
was “afraid” to allow 
Dance to attend Grant 
County High School when 
it was going to be inte¬ 
grated. Instead, she sent 
him to Cincinnati Central 
Technical School, an all¬ 
black school, where he 
excelled making the high¬ 
est scores in the state on

his math and science tests. 

Upon his graduation 
from Cincinnati Central, 
Dance attended the 
University of Cincinnati 
but dropped out in 1961 
and joined the Army 
doing short stints in 
Turkey. He wanted to 
attend West Point Military 
Academy and had been 
accepted, however, need¬ 
ed a recommendation 
from his senator, Brent 
Spence, in order to take 
the Civil Service Exam. 
According to Dance’s 
friend, Richard 

Stephenson, Sen. Spence 
refused to approve him to 
take the exam because 
Dance was African 
American. Richard sug¬ 
gested that Dance attend 
the United States Military 
Preparatory School 
(USMAPS) at Fort 
Bel voir in Fairfax County, 
Virginia and then at the 
end of a year, USMAPS 
would assist him in get¬ 
ting an appointment. 

After a year, Dance 
accepted an offer by the 
Philippine Ambassador 
and became an exchange 
cadet attending and grad¬ 
uating from the Philippine 
Military Academy. He 
graduated from the acad¬ 
emy in 1968 with a con¬ 
centration in civil engi¬ 


neering and took a com¬ 
mission as a Second 
Lieutenant in the US 
Army in the Armor 
Branch. 

He served in the Army 
as an officer for 24 years 
before resigning at the 
rank of Major. Dance 
then joined the State 
Department becoming a 
Public Diplomacy Officer 
in the Foreign Service. 

His assignments 
included positions in 
Trinidad, Venezuela 
(where he met his wife), 
El Salvador, Columbia, 
Malaya, and Swaziland in 
Africa. He retired from 
the state department in 
November 2007. 

Dance died of pancre¬ 
atic cancer on Jan. 2, 2011 
in Springfield, Virginia 
where he and his wife 
resided. He is buried in 
Arlington National 
Cemetery in Arlington, 
Virginia. 

Percy died on Sept. 4, 
1964 and was buried in 
Broad Ridge Cemetery in 
Dry Ridge. 

Maude died on July 3, 
1977 and was buried by 
Percy’s side.

‘Part two’ of session begins 


he 2015 legisla¬ 
tive session of the 
Kentucky Gen¬ 
eral Assembly recently 
began “part two” of the 
2015 session, which 
made for a busy week 
for legislators in Frank¬ 
fort. 

I spoke at the Con¬ 
signors and Commercial 
Breeders’ Association’s 
annual symposium, 
where I discussed the 
current state of Ken¬ 
tucky’s Thoroughbred 
industry and how opti¬ 
mistic I am about its fu¬ 
ture. Kentucky’s horse 
industry will always 
hold a special place in 
my heart, and in the vi¬ 
tality of our economy. 

Continuing the goal 
of “creating Kentucky 
jobs and strengthening 
Kentucky families,” the 
Senate Majority Cau¬ 
cus wasted no time in¬ 
troducing our next five 
priority bills and giving 
them a first reading on 
the Senate floor. 

I had the pleasure of 
speaking at Commerce 
Lexington’s “Luncheon 
in the Bluegrass,” where 
I discussed priority leg¬ 
islation proposed by 
our caucus that I truly 
believe will make the 
Commonwealth a better

place. 

We once again acted 
on our priorities as we 
passed Senate Bill 10, 
which would continue 
the development of a 
stroke system of care in 
Kentucky and facilitate 
timely access to an ap¬ 
propriate level of care 
for stroke patients. 

In 2006, the leg¬ 
islature passed a 
resolution that en¬ 
courages the develop¬ 
ment of this system. 
Senate Bill 7 also was 
approved by the Senate. 

This measure relates 
to informed consent, 
and requires an ultra¬ 
sound prior to an abor¬ 
tion procedure. This was 
a great step in our con¬ 
tinued fight to protect 
the rights of the unborn. 

We also passed Sen¬ 
ate Bill 9, which would 
reduce the cost of new 
school construction by 
exempting said schools 
from the “prevailing 
wage” requirements, in 
order to give schools 
more budgetary flex¬ 
ibility. 

Senate Bill 6 is a bill 
that would create a med¬ 
ical malpractice claims 
review board in order 
to assess cases against 
health care providers 
before they can be pur¬ 
sued in court to help 
prevent frivolous law 
suits. 

After a healthy floor 
debate, Senate Bill 6 
was approved by our 
chamber.

Pace picks up in Frankfort after break 


A fter a three-week re¬ 
cess, we in the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly re¬ 
turned to Frankfort to begin 
part two of the 2015 Regular 
Session. Between now and 
early March, the House and 
Senate will debate numer¬ 
ous pieces of legislation. 
Because this is a 30-day ses¬ 
sion, the pace promises to be 
fast and furious with more 
than 200 bills and resolu¬ 
tions being introduced in the 
House in the first two days 
of this week. 

Several bills of great im¬ 
portance passed out of com¬ 
mittee last week. One bill, 
House Concurrent Resolu¬ 
tion 7 sponsored by Rep. 
Brad Montell of Shelby ville, 
would direct that an out¬ 
side independent audit of 
the Kentucky Retirement 
Systems be conducted, and 
those findings be reported 
back to the Public Pension 
Oversight Board. A recent 
story by Bloomberg ranked 
Kentucky’s pension sys¬ 
tem the worst in the nation 
due to its funding gap. It 
is essential we get a better 


idea regarding the financial 
stmcture of KRS if we hope 
to find solutions on how to 
make the system more sol¬ 
vent. 

Another bill gaining 
attention is the effort to 
pass a statewide smoking 
ban in Kentucky. House 
Bill 145 was approved by 
the House Committee on 
Health and Welfare, which 
would prohibit smoking in 
all businesses and places of 
employment in Kentucky. 
Similar bills have been pro¬ 
posed in past sessions and 
have drawn great debate 
among supporters and op¬ 
ponents, who believe the de¬ 
cision to institute a smoking 
ban is better left up to the lo¬ 
cal level and not by the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. House Bill 
145 is sure to be debated 
thoroughly when it comes 
before the full House. 

One bill that is expected 
to come up soon is House 
Bill 1, which is the local op¬ 
tion sales tax proposal. If 
House Bill 1 becomes law, a 
Constitutional Amendment 
would be placed on the bal-

lot before Kentucky voters, 
which if approved by voters 
would give local govern¬ 
ments the option of placed 
a local sales tax of no more 
than one percent to pay for 
infrastructure projects in 
their counties and commu¬ 
nities. 

The local tax would 
have to be approved by vot¬ 
ers, and would expire once 
the project has been paid 
off. This proposal should 
also see great debate in the 


House in the coming weeks. 

Many key bills are still 
expected to be debated in 
the coming weeks, includ¬ 
ing proposals to combat the 
growing problem of heroin 
in Kentucky, before both 
chambers recess for the veto 
period on March 9. 

In addition to the issues 
I mentioned, there could be 
ideas and concerns impor¬ 
tant to you that need to be 
addressed between now and 
the middle of March. I en¬

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Get potted, cut 
blooms to last 
this Valentines 

C ut flowers are undoubtedly the most pop¬ 
ular manifestation of showing your love 
for someone on Valentine’s Day but pot¬ 
ted flowering plants can do the trick, too. Per¬ 
haps the potted bloom has the potential to remind 
your lover that the sentiment lasts all year...but 
what does it mean if you can’t get it to bloom 
again? Is your love doomed? Of course not, but 
here are some tips just in case. 

African violets are sweet and have the abil¬ 
ity to bloom all year round so if you receive one 
this Valentine’s Day here’s what you should do. 
After the bloom cycle finishes repot the plant to 
improve soil nutrients and drainage. They bloom 
best if they are slightly pot-bound so keep the 
pot small. Set the plant in bright light and let the 
soil surface dry out between waterings. Use a di¬ 
luted solution of fertilizer every couple of weeks. 
Bright light, good drainage and regular feeding 
are required for continued bloom. 

Cyclamen are popular for Valentines, their 
blooms look like folded up hearts, after all. 
These are super easy and have extremely long- 
lasting blooms as long as you keep them cool and 
out of direct sunlight. Provide the same culture 
as you would for the African violet but under¬ 
stand that the cyclamen requires a dormant peri¬ 
od. When the blooms fade and the leaves start to 
yellow the plant is ready to rest (which naturally 
occurs during the summer months). Stick your 
pot somewhere cool and dry and check back in a 
couple of months for signs of life, if you see any 
resume watering and fertil¬ 
izing until the cycle begins 
again. 

Butterfly orchids 

The phalaenopsis, also 
called the moth or butterfly 
orchid, is another Valen¬ 
tine’s favorite. This orchid 
is considered an epiphyte, 
or air plant, so it is accus¬ 
tomed to absorbing nutri¬ 
ents and moisture from the 
air. The loosely packed 
growing medium (usually 
some sort of bark) mimics 
this environment by allow¬ 
ing good air circulation and 
drainage. Good drainage is 
extremely important. 

Bright light is best but phalaenopsis are more 
tolerant of lower light levels than most orchids. 
For most indoor environments a once a week wa¬ 
tering will do, allow the bark to dry between wa¬ 
terings. A skipped watering is better than over¬ 
watering when it comes to orchids. The mantra 
for orchid growers is “water weakly, weekly”. 
Once a month you should water with a diluted 
solution of fertilizer. 

Putting them outdoors in the summer (they 
like humidity and air movement so outdoors in 
the summer is ideal but keep them shaded from 
direct sunlight) and leaving them there into early 
fall helps them initiate bloom. The cooler night 
temperatures (into the low 50’s) and the shorter 
days triggers bud set. 

If you receive a little azalea or rose bush in 
bloom don’t have high hopes for an easy transi¬ 
tion to the garden. The florist raised miniatures 
live in such a perfectly controlled environment 
that they often poop out after bloom. Light lev¬ 
els decrease, low humidity and irregular water¬ 
ing bring on stress. This is not to say that you 
can’t have a long-lasting beautiful plant but un¬ 
derstand the limitations that a woody plant has 
coming into your home, blooming out of season, 
when it would normally be dormant. These plants 
often lack the hardiness required in Kentuckiana 
so if you plant them outside in the spring don’t 
be surprised if they don’t make it through next 
winter.

Anatomy of an apology 

A ccording to a recent LifeWay Research survey, 
when God answers prayer, he tends to do it in 
the South. 

Two times as many Southerners as people in the 
Northeast who pray say all of their prayers have been 
answered. 

Hmmm. I live in the South and I’m here to tell you 
that the survey is hooey, at least if you judge by my 
“God answers my prayers” track record. 

I told my pastor recently that except for the time I 
prayed a plane safely down, my ratio of prayers prayed 
and answered, at least the way I want them to be an¬ 
swered, is about 1 billion to zero. 

The plane had taken off from somewhere and was 
heading to the U.S. After takeoff, the pilot discovered 
the landing gear wasn’t working properly and prepared 
the passengers and crew for a “rough” landing. I had 
heard about it on the news and prayed fervently for a 
safe landing — and that’s what happened. I still attri¬ 
bute it directly to my prayer. 

However, that was more than 10 years ago and God 
hasn’t answered one of my prayers since. 

Well, I know that’s not true, but sometimes — a 
lot of times — that’s how I feel. Sometimes what you 
know is different from what you feel, and you should 
never go by what you feel. 

Sometimes I feel like eating an entire carton of ice 
cream, even though I know it will give me a bellyache. 

I have a friend who has a friend who seems to get all 
her prayers answered. (My friend’s friend is a South¬ 
erner.) I told my friend 
to see if she could get 
her friend’s secret. 

Like, maybe it only 
works for people who 
were bom in the South. 

I don’t know how it 
works. 

Maybe I’m miss¬ 
ing something. Other 
than to take time out 
for snacks, sleep and a 
“Law and Order: SVU” 
marathon, many times 
I’ve prayed without 
ceasing (1 Thessalo- 
nians 5:17). 

I’ve prayed “in Je¬ 
sus’ name” (John 14:13- 
14) and have prayed in 
faith (Matthew 21:22). 
No, scratch that one. My faith couldn’t move a grain 
of sand, let alone a mountain (Matthew 17:20), even 
though Jesus said mustard seed-size faith could. 

I’m not saying that can’t happen, just that I haven’t 
seen any mountains move as a result of my prayers. 

Jesus said, “Ask, and you shall receive,” and I’ve 
asked until I’m blue in the face, but so far that hasn’t 
worked for me, either. 

That’s how I feel, anyway. 

My friend with the friend who prays has another 
friend who was big into the “Prayer of Jabez” thing 
from 2000. Author Bmce Wilkinson based his best¬ 
selling book of that title on an obscure one-sentence 
Old Testament prayer, a prayer of a man named Jabez: 
“Oh, that you (God) would bless me indeed, and en¬ 
large my territory, that your hand would be with me, 
and that you would keep me from evil, that I may not 
cause pain.” And God granted him what he requested 
(1 Chronicles 4:10). 

My friend’s friend has had a seemingly charmed 
life and attributes it to having prayed that prayer. 

My friend and I lament not having gotten on the 
Jabez bandwagon way back when, but not really, be¬ 
cause my friend’s Jabez-prayer-praying friend’s life is 
kind of a mess right now. 

So, either the prayer has a limited warranty or it was 
only a gimmick to begin with — not Mr. Jabez’s origi¬ 
nal prayer eons ago, but the thinking that his prayer 
could be used as a sure-fire formula for others to fol¬ 
low. 

When it comes to prayer, it makes my head hurt to 
think about it. 

All I know for certain is that God’s going to do what 
he’s going to do, and he doesn’t need my prayers to do 
it. My words aren’t going to change his mind at all. If 
they could, then I would be greater than God. 

So, why pray at all? That’s a good question and one 
that I come back to repeatedly. 

I guess the simple answer to the question “Why 
pray?” is that God wants to hear from his kids, as any 
father does. He wants our relationship. He wants our 
words — our prayers — and not just the faith-filled, 
sweet words of love and praises, but the angry and 
doubt-filled ones. 

Maybe especially those.

The most recent data from the 2013- 
14 school year shows Kentucky’s grad¬ 
uation rate improved to 87.5 percent. 

Last school year, the graduation 
rates for Williamstown and Grant 
County high schools were 96.1 and 
92.3 percent, respectively. 

“Obviously, we would love our grad¬ 
uation rate to be at 100 percent and I must 
say that our entire staff diligently works 
with students to avoid dropouts,” 
Williamstown Independent Schools 
Assistant Superintendent Misty 
Middleton said. “Looking back over our 
data of students, we lost one student to 
dropout who had been a Williamstown 
student since elementary school. That 
hurts, but I am happy to report that the 
student did receive their GED, which is 
not an easy task. Our biggest issue is 
students enrolling in our high school with 
very few credits. Once they realize how 
long it will take them to complete the 
graduation requirements, some decide it 
best to dropout and go for their GED.” 

Officials at Grant County Schools are 
also proud of the graduation rate at 
GCHS. 

“It is a rather outstanding achieve¬ 
ment that has gone somewhat unnoticed 
locally - perhaps because the formulas 
for calculating graduation rates are ever- 
changing and somewhat difficult to 
understand, or perhaps because the 
improvement came over a period of 
years,” Nancy Howe, Grant County 
Schools public information officer, said. 
“Still, the gains we have made over the 
past several years have generated state¬ 
wide attention from those who monitor 
this and similar data. The obvious con¬ 
tributor has been our Career and

Technology Center, but also, an overall, 
district-wide, systemic focus on college 
and career readiness for eveiy child is 
providing for steady growth in this and 
all other academic areas as well.” 

Both districts utilize countless pro¬ 
grams and strategies to assist students 
along their path to graduation and remove 
any potential barriers. 

The process starts from an early age 
with highly functional preschool pro¬ 
grams and all-day kindergarten classes. 

A Persistence to Graduation tool pro¬ 
vides an early warning indicator to school 
officials about students who potentially 
could be falling behind. 

The tool uses data, including grades, 
attendance, behavior and income, to 
make the determination. 

Any academic issues also are 
addressed with Response to Intervention 
(RTI) throughout a student’s educational 
career. 

“During the kindergarten-12 years, 
students are given supports to help them 
proceed through the grade levels at 
appropriate rates in order to be success¬ 
ful,” Middleton said. “Our staff strives to 
provide extra interventions to students 
who need it, while doing our best to 
engage higher level students so they 
won’t become bored with school.” 

Even with all of the assistance pro¬ 
vided by school districts, some students 
still may opt to drop out of school. 

However, that process will become a 
little more difficult beginning with the 
2015-16 school year. 

Gov. Steve Beshear and Kentucky 
Department of Education Commissioner 
Terry Holliday recently gathered to cele¬ 
brate a statewide increase in the compul- 
soiy school attendance age. 

Senate Bill 97 (2013), also known as

the “Graduate Kentucky” bill, cleared the 
way for each school district to adopt a 
policy raising the dropout age from 16 to 
18, amending the school attendance law 
created in 1934. 

The boards of education in all 173 
school districts in the state have now 
approved such a policy. 

“The time when a student could drop 
out of high school and find a dependable, 
good-paying job is long gone,” said 
Beshear. “It only makes sense that if we 
want students to be successful after grad¬ 
uation from high school, they need to 
stay in school long enough to gain the 
skills and knowledge they will need for 
college, career and to become a produc¬ 
tive resident of our state.” 

Economists predict that if the high 
school dropouts of 2009 had graduated, 
the Kentucky economy would have real¬ 
ized an additional $4.2 billion in wages 
over those students’ lifetimes. 

In addition, research shows that high 
school graduates live longer, are less 
likely to be teen parents and are more 
likely to raise healthier, better-educated 
children. High school graduates are also 
less likely to commit crimes, rely on 
government healthcare or use other pub¬ 
lic services. 

Williamstown and Grant County 
Schools were two districts who held out 
on passing the policy change, but have 
since adopted it for next school year. 

“Our goal is to keep our students 
engaged and graduating on time with 
skills that allow them to prepared for a 
career and/or post-secondaiy education,” 
Howe said. “With the improvements 
already having been made in our gradua¬ 
tion rates, we do not anticipate this new 
policy/law will have significant, statisti¬ 
cal impact.”

The finalists will be 
interviewed this week by 
Wood, who will then 
make a recommendation 
to the magistrates at the 
Feb. 16 fiscal court meet¬ 
ing. 

“I’ll make a recom¬ 
mendation and if they 
don’t like it, we’ll go to 
the second choice,” 
Wood said. “If they don’t 


like that, we’ll go to the 
third. If they don’t like 
that, I guess we’ll have 
to start over again. It’s a 
tough decision because 
all three are very quali¬ 
fied.”
